The points of the proclamation just issued 


by the British government are thn's summed 
np by the "Abendzeitung": 


J. The right of the rebels to issue letters 


of marque is recognized. According to 
the law of nations, privateers have a right 
to bring their prizes into neutral ports. 
It 


ia true that courts to condemn them do not 
sit in such ports, but only in the ports of 
the country issuing the letters and of its al- 
lies. But, according to universal usage, a 
Prize Court, sitting elsewhere, may con- 
demn, in contumaciam, the prizes brought 
into neutral ports, and such condemnation 
is recognized as valid by the neutral coun- 
try. 
Accordingly, American ships captured 


by Jeff. Davis's pirates eau be carried into 
English ports and kept there till fhey have 
been condemned at New Orleans, Savannah, 
or Charleston, arid then sold. 


2. England would recognize the blockade 


of a northern port by OUP of Davis's pirate 
vessels just as it recognizes a blockade ol 
the rebel poi 1,3 by the federal 
fleet. 
Now 


there are on the northern coast of the Un- 
ion a great number of small, ports, which, 
as our limited fleet cannot be everywhere 
present, could easily be blockaded for a few 
days by the Davis sea-robbers, long enough 
at least to seize a number of vessels. The 
vessels thus seized .would be regarded .by 
England as legitimate captures. 


3. England admits the right of the Da- 


vis pirates to search ships sailing under the 
British flag for contraband of war. About 
the right of search in time of peace there 
is a difference of opinion ; but .everybedy 
agrees that in time of war the. armed ves- 
sels of a belligerent have a right to search 
ill vessels under a neutral flag." If Eng- 
land had not proclaimed herself neutral, 
and had not recognized the Davis brigands 
as "belligerent,", no Davis., pirate would 
have searched ah English vessel;, but'now, 
this is permitted. 


4. Every Englishman residing in the 


United States who in any manner, even as 
a bearer of dispatches, performs .a service 
ror the lawful government, makes himself 
thereby liable to punishment under the laws 
of his native land, not to mention that he 
will thereby bring upon himself the "sove- 
reign displeasure" of Queen Victoria. 


5. No English steamer can take as freight 


'or the lawful government of the United 
States, arms, ammunition, or anything that 
Jeff. Davis may declare to be contraband 
of war. 


6. No manufactory of arms in England 


can execute orders for the government of 
the United States without being liable to 
)Unishment, or at least without bringing 
upon itself that "sovereign displeasure" 
vhich every English manufacturer will de- 
jire to avoid.

The writer says that the object of 
Jeff. Davis' visit to Gen. Bragg was to can- 
r-ass the practicability of erecting nearer 
he navy yard than Fort Barrancas, a new 
mpregnable iron fortress, said to" be the in- 
vention of some Mr. Hall, an enterprising 


nglishman, who sends journeymen around 


.he world to build "indestructible forts for 
he best bidder." • It is to be of a parabolic 
brm, circular at the base, and 240 feet high 
[rowing narrower gradually as it reaches 
he top. It is to mount 80 guns, 20 of 
which are to be so arranged as to bear on 
one object at a time. Of the other distiri- 
_uished visitor, the London Times' corres- 
)ondent, the letter says :

The movement upon'Fairfax Court House, 


and the skirmish there, indicate that the 
government forces are slowly advancing. 
There will probably be no rapid m arching] 
npon the enemy. Every position will be 
ocenpied as they go forward. Tbe temper 
of the people at Alexandria shows that it is 
necessary to secure every prominent posi 
tion with troops left in charge, while the 
main army advances. 
The rebels of Vir- 


ginia are assassins, and will treacherously 
waylay, shoot and poison our troops when- 
ever'tbey get an opportunity, and hence 
mnst be overawed by continued stations of] 
troops. 


Fairfax Court House is a small village o) 


some 300 inhabitants, eighteen miles from 
Alexandria, and some ten miles from Man-1 
assag Junction where there is said to be a] 
considerable body of the enemy. It is the 
county seat of Culpepper county, Virginia. 
This county contains about 13,000 inhabit- 
ants, more than half of whom are slaves. 
Undoubtedly the federal forces will occnpy, 
Fairfax, if they have not done so already 
and retain it, as it must be a part of the 
programme of an advance upon Richmond, 
as well as cutting off Harper's Ferry. 


Acquia Creek is a landing on the Poto-j 


mac, 55 miles below Washington. 
The 


Richmond, Fredericlcsburg and Potomac 
railroad terminates here, and there are con-; 
nections with the whole system of railroads' 
in Virginia. This point is less than 60 
miles from Richmond by railroad, and 15 
miles from Fredericksburgh, and may be of 
great importance to the government in its 
operations against the rebels at Richmond. 
There is a considerable body of secession- 
ists at the former place, and if they have any 
pluck they will go down to Acquia Creek 
and help their friends. 


Gen. Butler is forming a camp at New- 


port, between James and York rivers, where 
there are already 10,000 men. It would 
seem that Norfolk and the batteries on that 
slde_of James river are not to be attacked, 
bnt that the advance towards Bicbmond 
from this direction will be by way of York- 
town, near the mouth of York river. 
Rich- 


mond is about forty miles distant in this di- 
rection, so that Butler's advancing columns] 
wonld have less distance to traverse to reach 
Richmond than tha forces from Acquia 
Creek, should one be sent in that direction.

possibly compelled to surrender on their! 


When Gen. Scott is fully prepared, he 


will probably move "forward, in all directions 
npon the rebel forces with vigor, and as the 
latter have not a:i yet, except where they 
have batteries erected, indicated any thing 
lite a brave resistance, they may be expect- 
ed soon to be in full retreat for Richmond, 
where they may make a stand.

Ian interesting account of the great camp 
land military school which has been com 
jmenced on Staten Island, near Vanderbilt 
(Landing. The war department intends .to 
jkeep a reserve of 50,000 to 60,000 men in 
Idepot there throughout the war. Tho camp 
jis to be entrenched, mounted with rifled 
jcannon, thoroughly fortified, and kept mi- 
lder strict martial law. The different arms 
[of the service—infantry, cavalry, and artil- 
lery—will'each be put through a regular 
jcoursa of instruction, lines of pickets and 
facouts will be thrown out, so as to prevent 
jthe approach to camp of any improper per- 
jsons, and the military discipline of the men 
will be perfect in every reepect. 


WHAT KISD OF DRILL is NEEDED ?— 


Commenting upon a circular from the war 
[department suggesting that the regiments 
not yet ordered into service " be assembled 
at rendezvous, to become camps of instruc- 
tion, in order that they may have time to 
acquire discipline, habits of obedience, and 
[tactical instruction, without which they 
would be unequal to the campaign for 
which they are intended," the Milwaukee 
Sentinel says :

Cannon cartridges aro not filled here, but

athe, and a cylindrical hole of the exact 
ize of the orifice of the shell is bored thro' 
he bullets and the sulphur; this cavity is 
illed with powder, even with the interior 
;dge of the orifice, a six inch shell of the 
dnd here described holding about half a 
>ound ; the fuse fitted into the orifice, is a 
•ecent Belgian invention, made of pewter, 
und resembles the screw-cap used for the 
>atent fruit cans. An examination of this 
>ewter cap shows, however, that it is made 
of two hollow dies of metal screwed togeth- 
sr, and filled with meal powder; a number 
of fine holes are drilled in the lower disc, 
while the outer disc is entire, and marked 
with figures in a circle, 1, 2, 3, 4. In this 
state the shell is water proof. When taken 
'or use, the gunner, by means of a iamall 
iteel instrument, scoops out a portion of the 
outer soft metal surface, and lays bare the 
charge of composition powder below it.

,he shell is desired to explode in one sec- 
ond after leaving the gun, the scooping is 
made on the'figure one; if in two seconds,

MARYLAND SCPPLYINO FOOD "TO THE

.How FORT SHMTER^WAS TAKEN.—Unde 


date of April 21st, a week after the evacua- 
tion of Fort Sumter by Major Anderson, 
Dr. Russell, correspondent of the London 
Times, communicates a lengthy and inter- 
esting letter to that paper. From ibis 're- 
port'we find that Major Anderson had but 
seventy-nine men in the fort, while the for- 
ces opposed to him numbered twelve thou- 
sand. 


• 
Speaking of the eEbet of the rebel shot, 


ihe says : 


_ The walls of tlie fort :are dented on all 
sides by shot marks, bnt in no instance was 
any approach made to a breach, and the 
greatest damage at one of the angles on 
the south face, did .not extend more than 
two feet into the masonry, which is of very 
fine brick. The parapet is, of course, dam- 
aged, but the casemate, embrasures are un- 
injured. 


; After speaking of the ingenuity of Major 
Anderson in devising defences from such 
rnde;meana as were at hand, to say the 
least, complimentary to that officer, Dr. 
Erussell concludes as follows : 


Exclusive of the burning of the quarters 


and the intense heat, there was no reason 
for a properly handled and sufficient force 
to surrender the place. It is needless to 
say Major Anderson had neither one nor 
the other. He was in all respects most 
miserably equipped. 
His guns were with- 


out screws, scales or tangents, so that his 
elevations were managed by rude wedges of 
deal, and his scales -marked in chalk on 
the breach of the guns, and his distances 
and beatings scratched iu the same way on 
the side of tbe embrasures. He had. not a 
single fuse for his shells, and he tried in 
vain to improvise them by filling pieces of 
bored out pine with caked gunpowder. His 
cartridges were out, and he was compelled 
to detail- some of his few men to make them 
out of shirts, stockings and jackets. 


He had not a single mortar, and he was 


compelled to tbe desperate expedient of 
planting long guns in the ground at an an- 
gle of 45°, for which he could find no shell, 
as -he had no fuses which could be fired 
with safety. He had no sheers to mount 
his guns, and chance alone enabled him to 
do so by drifting some large logs down 
with the tide against Suinter. Finally, he 
had,not even one engine to*pnt out a fire 
in quarters. I walked carefully over the 
parade, and could detect the marks of only 
seven inch shells in the ground, bnt Major 
Whiting told.me the orders were to burst 
the shells over tbe parapette so as to frus- 
trate any attempt to work the barbette 
guns. Two of these were injured by phot, 
and was overturned, apparently by its jwn 
recoil^ but there was no injury done inside 


otlTnioy of the casemates to" the guns or 
works. 
The sh'eil splinters had all disap- 


peared, carried off, I am told, as 'trophies.' 
Had Major Anderson been properly provi- 
ded, so that'he could at once sent his men' 
to the guns, opened fire to those in bar- 
bette, thrown shells aud'hot shot, kept re- 
lays on all his casemates, and put out fires 
that arose from red-hot shot or shell, he 
must, I have no earthly doubt, have driven 
the troops off Morris Island, burnt out Ft. 
Mpultrie and silenced the enemy's fire. 
His loss might have been considerable— 
:hat of the confederates must have been 
rery,.great. As it was, not a life .was lost 
iyjfira'on either'side.1 A week hence, and 
t wflHw impossible to do anything except 
cover the^descent <of an army here, and 
;hey must lie off, -at the least, four miles 
rora the nearest available beach."

jf the happiness be was then experiencing 
in gazing at the stars and stripes floating 
aver Camp Defiance, and at the marshaled 
liosts here ready to replace that flag when- 
ever it had been1 torn down and trampled 
upon on the continent of America. He felt 
particularly good, shook hands with every- 
body, seemed to love everybody ; and when 
the brigade band struck up "Yankee Doo- 
dle," he danced and shed tears as an indi- 
cation of the great stream of joy that was 
swelling up from his patriotic heart.

left on the train in the evening, having by 
some meaas secured a passage to Wiscon- 
sin.—Cairo City Gazette.

MR. RUSSELL VISITS GENERAL BEAURE-

Support of XTamilisB of Volunteers* 


The following is the law passed at the re- 


cent session of the legislature : 
AN ACT to provide for the assistance of 


of volunteers in the service of the U. S. 
government. 
The People of the Slate of Wisconsin, 


represented in Senate and Assembly, do en- 
act as .follows: 


SECTION 1. In all cages where the county 


board of supervisors shall deem it necessary 
or expedient, a tax may be levied on the 
taxable property of the county, by order of 
such county board, for the purpose of pro- 
viding for .the support of the families resid- 
ing withio such county, of volunteers who 
are or may be in the military service of the 
United States government, or this state ; 
and the money so.raised maybe disbursed 
upon a just and equitable basis to the mem- 
bers of such families needing such assist- 
ance, under the direction of said county 
board ; and the said board shall keep a full 
and complete statement and account of the 
disposition of said money, and file the same 
in the office of their clerk. 


SEC. 2. It shall be lawful for any town, 


city or incorporated village, at any general 
or special meeting of the electors thereof, 
to raise and appropriate by taxes levied in 
the usual manner, on all the taxable prop- 
erty, such sum or sums of money as may 
be deemed necessary for the support of 
families residing or being within such town, 
city ot village, of volunteers in the military 
service of the United States government. 


SEC. 3. The moneys raised in pursuance 


of the second section of this act shall con- 
stitute a special fund, independent of mon- 
eys raised by counties for a similar pur- 
pose, and shall be used and expended under 
direction of the board of supervisors of the 
town, or the common council of the city, or 
the board of trustees of tbe village ; Provid- 
ed, that a a full and complete statement 
and account shall be kept open to public 
inspection, of the disposition of the said 
fund. 


SEC. 4. A special meeting may be called 


by the proper authorities, upon notice of 
not less than five nor more than twenty 
days, of the electors of any town, city or In- 
corporated'village, to raise and appropriate 
money for the purpose indicated ia section 
two of this act. 


SEC. 5. It shall be lawful forthe board of 


supervisors of any town, or the common 
council of any incorporated city, or the 
board of trustees of any incorporated vil- 
lage to audit and allow any account for the 
support of any volunteers or volunteer com- 
panies, while enrolling and actually assem- 
bled in quarters, and under drill, preparato- 
ry to being received into the militia of the 
state ; and such board shall draw their war- 
rant upon the treasurer of such town, city 
or village, for the amount of such account, 
in favor of the party entitled thereto, or 
may, by resolution, direct the payment by 
such treasurer, and in such manner as they 
may prescribe. And whenever .written, ap- 
plication shall be made to such board, sign- 
ed by twelve freeholders of such town, city 
or village, a special meeting of the qualified 
electors shall be. called, upon a notice of 
not less than five or more than twenty days, 
at which time it shall be lawful for such 
electors to vote a tax for the purpose nam- 
ed in this section, which tax shall be voted, 
levied and collected in the same manner n& 
other taxes are.by lawauthorized to be vot- 
ed, levied and collected.

JUDGE TANET.—The Washington corre- 


spondent of the N. Y. Times thus discloses 
what the author of the Dred Scott decision 
is now engaged in: 


The intention of Judge Taney, in issuing 


awrit of habeas corpus for the prisoner re- 
tained by Gen. Cadwallader of Baltimore, 
.is to bring on a collision between the Judi- 
cial and the Military departments of the 
government, and. if possible to throw the 
weight of the judiciary against the United 
States and in favor of«tbe rebels. He is at 
heart a rebel himself, for on Saturday, when 
it was supposed the rebels were attacking 
the United States forces at Arlington, Ta- 
ney expressed" the wish that " the Virgini- 
ans would wade .to their waists in northern 
blood." The animus of this exclamation 
will be apparent to any one; and the fact 
that Judge Taney, old and infirm as he is, 
volunteered to go to Baltimore to issue a 
writ in favor of a rebel, .shows the alacrity 
with which he serves the cause of rebellion.
